For Nixon 
V... ;t: .TON (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Nixon, the inaugural pomp 
and pageantry behind him, rose 
early today to begin the somber 
tasks of guiding the nation 
through turmoil at home and 
war abroad. 
Although the new chief execu­ 
tive did not retire until 2:30 
a.m. after appearances at 
six inaugural balls, he was up at 
7 a.m. and, after a breakfast 
of orange juice, oatmeal and 
coffee, in his oval office 30 
minutes later. 
Nixon began his term as 37th 
President Monday with a pledge 
“to consecrate my office, my 
energies, and all of the wisdom 
I can summon, to the cause of 
peace among nations.” 
But it was a rather lonely 
start today for the politician 
whose career once teetered cm 
oblivion for he beat all of his 
staff aides to their offices. 
Nixon's desk, once used in the 
White House by Woodrow Wil­ 
son, is the same oneNixonused 
as vice president in his office at 
the Capitol. 
Even before he plunged into 
the merry whirl of Monday 
night’s Inaugural balls —where 
Republicans celebrated their 
return to power after an eight- 
year gap — the new President 
had arranged for a meeting of 
the National Security Council 
today. 
Nixon also planned to meet 
with Gen. Earle Wheeler, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and aides said he would confer 
soon with his Cabinet and Urban 
Affairs Council. 
In the heady atmosphere of 
Inauguration Day, the former 
transfer of presidential power 
from Democrat Lyndon B. John­ 
son to Republican Nixon was 
carried out in peace and har­ 
mony.

All To The Good 


The end of the filing period for the post of school trustee in 


Tehama County schools is less than a month away — Feb. 20 to 
be exact — and it is good news therefore that eight candidates had 
already filed as of Monday. Getting out early is all to the good as 
far as the schools and the public are concerned. It encourages an 
early look at any issues that may be involved and provides time 
for thorough discussion. The election is April 15. 


The office of school trustee is an important one. It is one that 


should not be undertaken lightly, nor should it be passed over with- 
out earnest consideration by the electorate. In their collective 
capacity, the school trustees decide how a large part oi the pub- 
lic's money is to be spent, and what is much more important, they 
make decisions that affect the direction and the quality of education 
for years to come. 


Already announced are Hugh Muir, incumbent, and Don Enloe, 


at Antelope; Alfred A. Rooney, Manton; Willard Turek and Bill 
Brasher, incumbents, Gerber; Donald B. Webster, incumbent, Red 
Bluff elementary; Barbara Cody, incumbent, Richfield; and Robert 
Russell, Red Bluff High School — eight in all. We salute them and 
look forward to seeing a lot more names beside theirs soon. There 
are 54 vacancies to be filled. 


A Notable Accomplishment 


Though manned flight to the moon is clearly the glamor child 


at this stage of space venturing, the Soviet feat of linking two 
manned vehicles and transferring men from one to the other is not 
to be scorned. This joint mission of two in the Soyuz series of 
spacecraft brought a significant advance in the art, even taking 
into consideration that both the U. S. and Soviet space programs 
had previously achieved docking in space. 


The first docking came in 1966, when link-ups were made be- 


tween Gemini spacecraft and an unmanned target vehicle. Toward 
the end of 1967, two unmanned Cosmos spacecraft were automat- 
ically docked by the Russians. The crucial potnt is that in the 
present instance both the docking vehicles were manned. Both 
provided a shirtsleeve environment, and crew members trans- 
ferred between the two. 


There may be some quibbling with the Soviet's description 


of the linked vehicles as the "world's first experimental space 
station," but that is really not much of an exaggeration. A rudi- 
mentary space station it was, undoubtedly the first in a line of 
more and more sophisticated orbital stations that both the Soviet 
Union and the United States will be operating in years to come.

SHOCK therapy that is 


used in some cases of severe 
depression or other mental 
illness seems to be confusing. 
The shock that is given is not 
an emotional one but rather 
an actual treatment with spe- 
cially devised electric hookups 
to the skull. 


The diagno- 


sis of mental 
illnesses is a 
very 
difficult 


one 
and 
is 


based on long 
years of study 
a n d 
careful 


observation. It 
is for t h i s 
reason that I 
so often ask 
readers not to 
use the word 


schizophrenia or paranoid as 
hostile descriptions of some- 
one's 
behavior. 
These 
are 


classifications that can only 
be made by psychiatrists or 
psychologists who take into 
consideration the history' of 
the illness and the duration 
and intensity of the behavior 
symptoms. Shock treatment 
can be performed with drugs 
in addition to electro shock 
methods for marked melan- 
cholia, depression, and even 
maniac states. Shock therapy 
can be given in the doctor's 
office or in the hospital, de- 
pending on the nature of the 
illness and the personality of 
the patient. 
In carefully selected cases, 


more than 90 percent of the 
patients treated are benefited 
by one of the forms of shock 
therapy. Before such 
treat- 


ment is started, a complete 
medical examination is made 
to be sure that the general 
physical condition of the pa- 
tient can withstand this in- 
tensive form of treatment. The 
risk is slight, or even negligi- 
ble, 
when performed by the 


modern, well-trained special- 
ist.

are identified with each other 
because they occur in many 
cases of abnormal develop- 
ment of a child within the 
womb of the mother.

A cleft in the palate, or the 


roof of the mouth, is an open- 
ing from the mouth into the 
nose due to malformation in 
development. Harelip is due 
to the failure of both sides of 
the body to fuse 
properly. 


There seems to be a family 
tendency towards these con- 
genital or birth errors. When 
they are allowed to go un- 
treated, they are, of course, re- 
sponsible for poor speech, be- 
sides the anguishing appear- 
ance. 
Surgery of the cleft palate 


and the harelip has been so 
refined that operations can be 
performed 
within the 
first 


few weeks after a child is 
born. The results now are ex- 
tremely gratifying and -with 
plastic repair of the lip, chil- 
dren grow into normal adults 
w i t h o u t embarrassment or 
handicap.

Dear Sir: 
The subject of river pollution 
again raises its ugly and death- 
ly head. Tailings from any min- 
ing activity have many acids 
and caustics within. As these 
smoulder throughout the years, 
they become terrifying. Please 
let me explain one process which 
is usually used in gold and sil- 
vermining. This is known as the 
cyanide process. 
The chemical processes in- 
clude the use of such items as; 
*—Sulphuric acid, hydrochloric 
acid, nitric acid, sodium cyan- 
ide, potassium cyanide, ar.u the 
element 
of copper as a ca- 


talyst. 


Evevyciie knows cyanide is one 
of the most deadly of all poi- 
sons, copper sulphate eats flesh 
and is considered another dead- 
ly poison. There are many oth- 
er 
chemical reactions, too 


numerous to mention here, 
which are deadly poisonous to 
living matter. 
The mined ore is treated with 
the cyanide which dissolves the 
gold and silver forming a solu- 
ble 
salt 
compound. Copper 


plates are then immersed into 
this solution and electrodes are 
connected 
to 
these 
copper 


plates. The copper is not eaten 
away in the process. 
The used solution is then wash- 


ed into the tailing piles and 
dumps and allowed to dry up or 
run the waterways to the sea. 
Heavy rains recreate a new 
mining operation even though 
these mines have not operated 
during the past twenty years. 
Nevada and Utah, where the 
majority of chemical and min- 
eral activity is conducted, have 
road signs which state "Poison- 
Do Not Drink*— Do Not Use," 
Henderson, Nevada, manufac- 
tures caustic potash and caus- 
tic soda. Such a stream seeps 
beneath the highway and is dead - 
ly poisonous. I believe Kim- 
berly-Clark and the Diamond 
National chemists know of these 
deadly basic poisons. 


Acids and caustics are neces- 
sary to make the various syn- 
thetic products in industry to- 
day. These acids and caustics 
are not completely used as one 
particular process is comple- 
ted. Therefore the unused caus- 
tic and acids are washed away 
with water and —in the natural 
course of all water, it eventual- 
ly seeks and completes its cycle 
back to the sea.

to watch with Hickel is oil. 
Reason is that some of those 
close to Nixon have been big oil 
backers or have oil invest- 
ments, and Hickel will have jur- 
isdiction over several million 
acres of government oil land. 
Hickel at first claimed he had 
no oil investments, then on 
cross-examination admitted he 
had about a million dollars in- 
vested in the Anchorage Natur- 
al Gas Company, of which he 
had been chairman. He didn't 
seem to think there was any 
connection between oil and gas, 
though the two are usually co- 
products, and the Anchorage 
Gas Co. is part of an oil and 
gas combine owned in Houston. 
Hickel also tried to minimize 
the fact that Tom Kelly, Alas- 
kan Chief of Natural Resour- 
ces, was an oilman. He told 
Senators he didn't know whether 
Kelly had oil holdings and that 
it was difficult to find a good 
expert on natural resources. 
Real fact is, however, that Hic- 
kel fired Phil R. Holdsworth, 
a highly qualified Commis- 
sioner of Natural Resources 
with considerable experience 
in Alaska, in order to make 
way for Kelly, who is the son- 
in-law of Mike Halbouty, head 
of Halbouty Oil and a suc- 
cessful Texas independent oil- 
man. 
Halbouty and Hickel are 


reported to have had some joint 
investments, 
Kelly was executive vice pres- 
ident of Halbouty Oil, and, when 
queried by the Senate Interior 
Committee, reported that he 
owned 
$60,000 
in mineral 


stocks, including 532 shares of 
Anaconda Copper. Hickel did not 
tell the Senators, however, that 
he has been promoting a gov- 
ernment railroad up to the area 
where Anaconda has rich copper 
deposits. 
Kelly revealed that he owned 
1,400 shares of British Petro- 
leum, which Is drilling in Ala- 
ska. This put Kelly in a clear 
conflict- of-interest position, 
since he has to rule on the 
permits of the company whose 
stock he owns.

be m ade by psychiatrists or 
p sych ologists w ho take into 
consideration 
the 
history of 
the illn ess and the duration 
and intensity of the behavior 
sym ptom s. 
Shock 
treatment 
can be perform ed with drugs 
in addition to electro shock 
m ethods for m arked melan­ 
cholia, depression, 
and even 
m aniac states. Shock therapy 
can be given in the doctor's 
office or in the hospital, de­ 
pending on the nature of the 
illness and the personality of 
the patient. 
In carefully selected cases, 
more than 90 percent of the 
p atients treated are benefited 
by one of the form s of shock 
therapy. 
B efore

treat­ 
m ent is started, a complete 
m edical exam ination is made 
to be sure th a t the general 
physical condition of the pa­ 
tient can w ithstand this in­ 
tensive form of treatm ent.

As these 
smoulder throughout the years, 
they become terrifying. Please 
let me explain one process which 
is usually used in gold and sil- 
verm tning. This Is known as the 
cyanide p ro cess. 
The chem ical processes in­ 
clude the use of such Items as; 
♦—Sulphuric acid, hydrochloric 
acid, n itric acid, sodium cyan­ 
ide, potassium cyanide, and the 
element 
of copper 
as a ca­ 
talyst. 
Everyone knows cyanide is one 
of the m ost deadly of all poi­ 
sons, copper sulphate eats flesh 
and is considered another dead­ 
ly poison. T here are many oth­ 
e r 
chem ical 
reactions, 
too 
numerous to mention here, 
which are deadly polsdnous to 
living m atter. 
The mined ore Is treated with 
the cyanide which dissolves the 
gold and sliv er forming a solu­ 
ble 
salt 
compound. 
Copper 
plates are then im m ersed into 
this solution and electrodes are 
connected 
to 
these 
copper 
plates. The copper Is not eaten 
away In the process. 
The used solution Is then wash­ 
ed into the tailing piles and 
dumps and allowed to dry up or 
run the waterways to the sea. 
Heavy rain s recreate a new 
mining operation even though 
these m ines have not operated 
during the past twenty years. 
Nevada and Utah, where the 
m ajority of chemical and m in­ 
eral activity Is conducted, have 
road signs which state "P oison— 
Do Not D rink# — Do Not Use.” 
Henderson, Nevada, manufac­ 
tures caustic potash and caus­ 
tic soda. Such a stream seeps 
beneath the highway and is dead - 
ly poisonous. I believe Kim­ 
berly-C lark and the Diamond 
National chem ists know of these 
deadly basic poisons. 
Acids and caustics are neces­ 
sary to make the various syn­ 
thetic products In industry to ­ 
day. These acids and caustics 
are not completely used as one 
particular process is com ple­ 
ted. T herefore the unused caus­ 
tic and acids are washed away 
with w ater and —in the natural 
course of all w ater, it eventual­ 
ly seeks and completes its cycle 
back to the sea. 
W hether this w ater contains; — 
Copper sulphate, hydrocyanic 
acid, silver cyanide, gold cyan­ 
ide, form ic acid, carbolic acid, 
or carbonic acid or just plain 
garbage; we must guard against 
a saturation point wherein just 
a little bit m ore pollution will 
create a deadly waterway. 
I request that only organic 


m atter be put Into your beau­ 
tiful riv er.

WASHINGTON - It’s now a 
foregone conclusion that "Help 
Y ourself* 
Wally Hickel will 
be confirm ed as Secretary of 
the Interior, despite the tr e ­ 
mendous volume of anti-lllckel 
m all deluging Senators from 
conservation groups. 
The tradition of approving a 
new 
P resident’s new Cabinet 
is too strong, and such W est­ 
ern Senators as Frank Church, 
the Idaho D em ocrat, are m e re­ 
ly giving Hickel a polite dust- 
off. Some of their cro ss-ex am ­ 
ination sounds like a Viennese 
w altz. 
In Republican circ les, how­ 
ev e r, there are mixed feelings 
regarding Hickel. While they 
can’t talk about it, some GOP 
Senators who have been around 
a long tim e sense that Hickel 
spells trouble. They think the 
Nixon 
adm inistration 
would 
have been w iser to have with­ 
draw n his name. 
They know the Nixon honey­ 
moon is not going to last fo r­ 
ev e r, and, with oil smelling as 
strong as it does in the public 
n o strils, the Hickel appoint­ 
m ent could backfire badly. It’s 
not that Hickel is dishonest; 
ra th e r, that he’s careless anda 
bungler. 
The latter Is illustrated by the 
fact that he got careless with 
his tax returns and had to pay 
an Income tax deficiency of 
$26,235 plus a penalty of $2,- 
425 In 1963. While this was a 
civil tax case, it’s highly em ­ 
b arrassin g that a Cabinet of­ 
ficer was dunned by the gov­ 
ernm ent he is serving for be­ 
ing tax c a r e e r s . 


HICKEL & OIL 
However, the main problem the 
Nixon adm inistration will have 


to watch with Hickel is oil. 
Reason la that some of those 
close to Nixon have been big oil 
backers or have oil Invest­ 
m ents, and Hickel will have ju r­ 
isdiction over several million 
acres of government oil land. 
Hickel at first claimed he had 
no oil investm ents, then on 
cross-exam ination admitted he 
had about a m illion dollars in­ 
vested in the Anchorage N atur­ 
al Gas Company, of which he 
had been chairm an. He didn’t 
seem to think there was any 
connection itetween oil and gas, 
though the two are usually co­ 
products, and the Anchorage 
Gas Co. la p art of an oil and 
gas combine owned in Houston. 
Hickel also tried to minim ize 
the fact that Tom Kelly, A las­ 
kan Chief of Natural R esour­ 
ces, was an oilman. He told 
Senators he didn’t know whether 
Kelly had oil holdings and that 
it was difficult to find a good 
expert on natural resources. 
Real fact is, however, that H tc- 
kel fired Phil R. Holdsworth, 
a 
highly 
qualified Com m is­ 
sioner of Natural R esources 
with considerable experience 
In Alaska, in order to make 
way for Kelly, who is the son- 
in-law of Mike Halbouty, head 
of Halbouty Oil and a su c­ 
cessful T exas independent oil­ 
man. Halbouty and Hickel are 
reported to have had some joint 
investm ents. 
Kelly was executive vice p re s­ 
ident of Halbouty Oil, and, when 
queried by the Senate Interior 
Com m ittee, 
reported that he 
owned 
$60,000 
In m ineral 
stocks, including 532 shares of 
Anaconda Copper. Hickel did not 
tell the Senators, however, that 
he has been promoting a gov­ 
ernm ent railroad up to the area 
where Anaconda has rich copper 
deposits. 
Kelly revealed that he owned 
1,400 sh a re s of B ritish P etro ­ 
leum, which is drilling in Ala­ 
ska. This put Kelly in a clear 
conflict- of-interest 
position, 
since he has to rule on the 
perm its of the company whose 
stock he owns. 
Meanwhile, here is the roll 
call of the Nixon team ’s in­ 
vestm ents in oil lands; 
1. M aurice Stans,Nixon’s Sec­ 
retary of Com m erce, Is part of 
a pool which has leased one

m illion acres of oil lands in 
Alaska. When M M 0 f*rved in 
the Eisenhower adm inistration 
he put his Alaskan oil Invest- 
m enu In a charitable tru st. 
The Senate of late has frown­ 
ed on thla type of tru st. 
2. The Nixon law firm 
in 
New York has represented three 
clients which have special le a s­ 
es in the Rocky Mountain shale 
oil fields. This Is considered 
potentially the richest oil r e ­ 
serv e In the United States, con­ 
taining oil valued at enough to 
pay off the national deU. 
S ecretary of Interior Hickel 
will be In charge of the oil 
shale lands, as well as the 
vast reserves in Alaska. No 
m atter what he does, he’ll be 
suspect of favoring Nixon law 
clients, or Nixon friends, or 
his own friends.

C O R O N A D O , Calif. (AP)— 
Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher said to- 
day he couldn't destroy secret 
equipment on the USS Pueblo 
when North Koreans captured 
it because the Navy gave him 
no explosives. He added that it 
would have taken two and one- 
half hours to scuttle the intel- 
ligence ship. 
The only way to destroy the 
equipment, Bucher said, was 
with "fire axes and sledge ham- 
mers capable of being swung by 
a standard-size sailor." 
Bucher, leadoff witness before 
a court of inquiry investigating 
seizure of the Pueblo last year, 
said his only means of destroy- 
ing secret documents was an in- 
cinerator, a paper shredder and 
some weighted bags in which to 
sink them. 


But he added pages had to be 


torn from secret publications 
a few at a time to be burned, 
the paper shredder took 15 min- 
utes to destroy an eight-inch 
stack of files and he didn't have 
enough bags to sink all the se- 
cret documents on board. 
Bucher has said some of the 
classified equipment and docu- 
ments on board the Pueblo was 


destroyed as it was being seized 
"but truthfully we did not com- 
plete it." 


Bucher testified there was no 
communications system from 
the bridge to men inside the 
ship. He requested one, he said, 
but was given an allowance suf- 
ficient for only one seaman 
third class to install a system. 
"It would have taken months or 
years to install telephones to 
operate the ship safely in action 
situations," he said.

Flood, Storm Relief Legislation 


SACRAMENTO — Assembly- 


woman Pauline L. Davis (D- 
Portola), has authored flood and 
storm damage relief legislation 
totalling $5.9 million. 


"I shall move it through the 
complex machinery of the legis- 
lature as quickl} as possible," 
Mrs. Davis told reporters. 
In her 
present flood 
and 


storm damage relief bill, AB- 
76, Mrs. Davis has incorpora- 
ted funds from two major sour- 
ces, both of which have long 
histories. 
A budget item dating from 


1958 
is the source of some of 


the $2.5 million for flood and 
storm damage relief. Mrs. Da- 
vis has continued the availabili- 
ty of this money annually. Use 
of this money is contained in 
provisions of the new bill, AB- 
76. 
This money will be used to re- 
store flood and storm dan aged 
public buildings to present da> 
standards. 


Legislation heavil\ supported 


b\ 
Mrs. Daus created the 


Streets and Highwajs Disaster 
Fund in 19G5. This act was in 
response to the flood, storm 
and tidal waves. The fund de- 
rived from a one-cent gas tax 
established for a six month 
period in 1965. This money, 
too, is available under AB-7G 
for repair and lestoration of 
local 
streets, high\vavs and 


bridges to present day stand- 
ards. 


Money in these funds must be 
reallocated on a regular basis 
in order to prevent their re- 
version to the funds which 
would make them unavailable 
for flood and storm damage re- 
lief. 
Mrs. Davis makes it a regular 
part of her annual legislative 
program to insure that flood and 
storrn 
damage relief monej 


continues to be available state- 
wide. 


An important provision of Mrs. 


Davis' new flood and storm 
damage relief bill, AB-76, is an 
internal shift of sums in ex- 
cess of §2 million, making the 
money available for local street 
and highway, and bridge restor- 
ation.

clause, if approved by the two 
houses of the legislature, it will 
become immediately effective 
when the governor affixes his 
signature to the bill.

Flood, Storm Relief Legislation 


SACRAMENTO — A ssem bly­ 
woman Pauline L. Davis (D- 
Portola), has authored flood and 
storm dam age relief legislation 
totalling $5.9 million. 
“ I shall move it through the 
complex m achinery of the leg is­ 
lature as quickly as possible,” 
M rs. Davis told rep o rters. 
In her 
present flood 
and 
storm damage relief bill, AB- 
76, M rs. Davis has Incorpora­ 
ted funds from two m ajor so u r­ 
ces, both of which have long 
histories. 
A budget item dating from 
1958 is the source of some of 
the $2.5 m illion for flood and 
storm dam age relief. M rs. Da­ 
vis has continued the availabili­ 
ty of this money annually. Use 
of 
this money is contained in 
provisions of the new bill, AB- 
76. 
T his money will be used to r e ­ 
sto re flood and storm damaged 
public buildings to present day 
standards. 


Legislation heavily supported 
by 
M rs. 
Davis 
created the 
S treets and Highways D isaster 
Fund in 19C5. This act was in 
response to the flood, storm 
and tidal w aves. The fund de­ 
rived from a one-cent gas tax 
established for a six month 
period in 1965. This money, 
too, is available under AB-76 
for repair and restoration of 
local 
stre e ts, highways 
and 
bridges to present day stand­ 
a rd s. 
Money in these funds must be 
reallocated on a regular basis 
in order to prevent their r e ­ 
version to the funds which 
would make them unavailable 
for flood and storm damage r e - 
U el. 
M rs. Davis m akes it a regular 
p art of her annual legislative 
program to insure that flood and 
storm 
dam age 
relief money 
continues to be available state­ 
wide. 
An im portant provision of M rs. 


D avis’ new 
flood and storm 
dam age relief bill, AB-76, is an 
internal shift of sum s in ex­ 
cess of $2 m illion, making the 
money available for local street 
and highway, and bridge r e s to r­ 
ation. 
AB-76 c a rrie s 
an urgency 
clause, if approved by the two 
houses of the legislature, it will 
become im m ediately effective 
when the governor affixes his 
signature to the bill.
